THE HON. ISAAC P. CHRISTIANCY, OF MICHIGAN. 

Senator Christiancy's gttention was called to 
the doubts that have been fostered and increased 
by the Opposition press as to his future political 
acts aod associations. It was supposed that his 
response to the invitation to meet with the Re- 
publican Senators in cancus was conclusive evi+ 
dence that he regarded himself as a Republican, 
and would pursue in the Senate the course of a 
Republican. But it has been stated that bis at- 
tendanoe upon the caucus had little significance, 
and renewed doubts bave been raised respecting 
his political status. The Senator expressed his 
views freely, frankly, and with a direetness en- 
tirely foreign to one of those politicians who, 
as Wendell Phillips says, would not for 
the world have tbeir vonstituents know 
what they do in Washington, nor 
their associates in Washington koow what they 
do at home.” Senator Christiancy said he was a 
Republican, but he regarded party as a means 
and not an end. He was willing to act with, 
and be bound by. the Republican caucus in such 
matters as selecting officers of the Senate, ap- 
pointing committees, and arranging business 
„mob does not require the surrender of princi- 
ple or of private ＋ Ai He was willing to 
go into caucus to advise and consult with his 
political associates on public questions, in order 
to harmonize views npon minor details that a 
common and sequential object might be secured 
by united party action, and for consulta- 
tion upon apy and all measures. But 
he would not go into any caucus if 
compelled thereby to surrender his indi- 
vidual judgment to the will of a major- 
ity upon any measure affecting the public iuter- 
egt. He would not be bound by a caucus even 
to such details of a measure as were not in his 
judgment right. He would not have remained 
in the Republican caucas to discuss and consider 
the case of Pmchback, unless it had been under- 
stood that he was free to.,eak and vote in the 
Senate without regard to any caucus domination 
or agreement. It was well understood in caucus 
that every one present was to be left free to act 
in the Senate upon his individual convictions, 
The subje.t was brought before the caucus for 
consultation, and not for dictation. The Senator 
said he had observed no disposition among Re- 
publicaos in the Senate to subordinate individual 
judgment and conviction to the will of the party 
as expressed by a majority of its members. 
Senator Christiancy said he adhered to all the 
principles of the Republican party, but indi- 
viduals must be allowed to differ as to the 
best means or measures for carrying those prin- 
ciples into effect. He was in favor of ali the 
constitutional amendments, and the legislation 
necessary for carrying them into effect in good 
faith. Tf others also were in favor of the same 
principles, as he believed they were, it was with 
ulm a subject of réjoicing, not of regret. He 
did not coucux in some of the measures which 
had been urged by prominent men in the Repub- 
lican party and adopted by the Administration, 
and he would support no measure or policy of 
the Republican party, but should be guid by 
the effect upon the country. He woul 
not use wron means to accomplish «a 
right end. While he believed the Republican 
party was anxious to secure peace in the South, 
to protect persons aud property, and to maintain 
good government throughout the country, he 
would not act with that party in an attempt to 
secure those objects through messures which be 
might himself believe to be ill-advised and based 
upon frauds, as he believed the Government in 
Louisiana had been. He placed country above 
party, and thought all public measures ought to 
be discussed with regard to their effect upon 
the country rather than upon party. It was a 
recent’ innovation ia the Senate to call upon 
members to vote for any measure because it was 
necessary to the party, and he hovbd the time 
was near when such an argument would 
be out of fashion. Referring to the 
Administration and to President Grant, 
Senator Christiancy spoke of some measures of 
the Administration of which he did not approve. 
He believed in a kinder and more coociliato 
policy toward the South. The methods which 
had been parsued had sumetimes placed the Ad- 
ministration in the atiitude of sustaining that 
which was fraudulent and without lash bene 
This he regarded as the result of a mistaken 
policy, and not of bad motives, on the part of 
he President. He would differ from the Ad- 
ministration on these and other subjects of 
difference wita entire kindness of spirit and 


good feeling, and without questioning motives, — 


for he beheved the President was a man of 
good and patriojc impulses, however much he 
might sometimes be regarded as mistaken in 
the means by which he attempted to accomplish 
good purposes.

THE WILLIAMSON COUNTY KU-KLUX. 


Special Dispatch to The Chicage Trivune, 

Brnixoriztp, March 11.—The Williamson 
County outlawry, and whetber anything shall be 
fone to put it down, was the subject of discus- 
sion in the House this morning. The question 
was brought up by report of the Appropriation 
Committee, recommending that the bill appro- 
priating $3,000 to be expended for the arrest and 
prosecution of there Egyptian Ku-Klux be 
tabled, which recommendation, in view of the 
presentation of the fac! here made, would indicate 
that, in the opinion of that Committee, the State 
should not epend a dollar to bring perpetrators 
of tour or five murders and almost innumerable 
other outrages to justice, nor to prevent the 
perpetration of further murders and outrages. 

Upon presentation of the report, Wasron sent 
to the Clerk’s desk and bad read a petition from 
the county offleials and leading citizens of 
Williamson County, and the editors of both the 
papers there, representing that tho lawlessness 
there was beyond the control of the local au- 
thorities, and that a complete terrorism exists. 

Jones, of Massac, followed in a speech, in 
which he stated that recently there had been a 
renewal of these outrages. Peaceable citizens 
had recently been dragged from their beds at 
night and whipped, and warned to leave the 
county, and the editor of the Democratic paper, 
having dared to denounce the outrage, had been 
thieatened with assassination by the local Ku- 
Klux. 

The consideration of the bill was out off by 
call of the special order for the morning hour, 
und so again nothing was done, aud our State 
Ku-Klux left to go on with their outlawry with- 


out risk of being brought to punishment. 


THE MILITIA BILL. 

The special order was the Militia bill, which 
was taken up, and, after brief discussion, 
amended as suggested by Armstrong, so as to 
strike out the clause levying 1-80 of a mill miutia 
tax, and instead providing for a levy to raise not 
exceeding $15,000, to be distributed on the tax- 
able property of the Siate. As amended, the 
bill was ordered engrossed, and there is no 
doubt of its passage at an early date. 

CHAMPERTY. 

Barker’s bill to repeal the common law rule 
as to champerty and maintenance was reported 
beck from the Judiciary Committee, with re- 
commendation that it be tabled. The bill was to 
make it lawful for attorneys to pay costs for 
poor clients, and to render their professionel 
services for euch proportion of the amount re- 
covered as niight be agreed to,—the which is 
done all the time by lawyers, in violation of law, 
dut on penalty of losing their fees, if the clients 
refuse tb pay. Barker urged the passage of bie bil! 
in the interest of the poor man, who needs so 
much to be legislated for, and said the bill was 
approved by Judge Lawrence, the Hon. W. C. 
Goudy, and other prominent lawyers. 

Herron characterized the bill as one to enable 
poor lawyers to speculate on scaly claims, and to 
occupy the time of courts and juries with specu- 
lative lawsuits: The House concurred with 
Herron by voting down a motion to order the 
bill to a second reading, which virtually Kills it.

THE OOURT-HOUSE JOB. 

Every discussion of the building of the 
new Court-House which comes up in the 
County Board develops the original scheme 
of having an Irish and a German architect, 
and of allowing 4 per cent commission on 
the entire cost of the work as the architects’ 
compensation. Until these two points are 
conceded, there seems to be no chance for 
reaching any definite time for beginning the 
work. All other details, it is believed, would 
be quickly disposed of if these two points 
were admitted as the basis of operations. 
The appointment of Messrs. Ecan and Karts 
as architects, with an allowance of 4 per cent 
on the entire cost of the building as the 
commissions to be divided, would see the 
Court. House started immediately after the 
frost is out of the ground; without 
this agreement, everything is in doubt and 
uncertainty. So long as this essential condi- 
tion postpones the undertaking of the work, 
we shall not object to its discussion; but we 
cannot help feeling that, one of these fine 
days, the Ring may compass their design, and 
that Eoan and Kals, with their 4 per cent, 
will become a stern reality from which the 
tax-payers cannot escape. 

Why should it be impossible. to build a 
Court-House in Chicago Without an Irish 
architect and a German architect? After all, 
Chicago is located in the United States of 
America, and is not a constituent part of the 
Emerald Isle, nor under the sweeping juris- 
diction of Brsmance. It must also be ad- 
mitted that there are Americans who have 
studied architecture. BH may likewise. 
be suggested, in the meekest man- 
ner, and with becoming difliidence, 
that three-fourths of the taxes in Chicago are 
paid by those whose misfortune it is to have 
been born in America. We mean no offense 
to the powerful Hibernico-Germanic, or Ger- 
manico-Hibernian, alliance which rules us. 
We submit with becoming humility. We do 
not ask any consideration for an American on 
the ground of his nationality. We simply 
ask that an American shail not be excluded 
because of the accident of his birthh We do 
not need two or three architects for a Court- 
House; such a combination will lead to infi- 
nite complications. Now, if the foreign 
Know-Nothing party cannot agree upon any 
one Irishman or any one German, they 
might in an extreme case of this kind com- 
promise on an American architect, pro- 
vided, of course, that an American 
architect can be found with anything 
like the genius of Eon or the power 
of Kants. Such an appointment would not, 
of course, be regarded as a precedent; it 
would simply be an exception in which an 
Amefican might be admitted under protest as 
a sort of compromise between Irish and Ger- 
man, and ii order to avoid the monstrous ob- 
jection of having several architects. 

There is another circumstance which leads 
us to hope that this sa ion of an Ameri- 
can may not be e bee attack on the 
rights aud privileges of our foreign rulers. 
We have an idea thata first-class American 
architect may be secured for $8,000 to $10,- 
000 a year to superintend the building of the 
Court-House. If the work lasts four 
years, this will be a cost of $32,000 
to $40,000, or 1 per cent on the 83,000, 
000 to $4,000,000 which the Court-House 
is foreordained to cost. Now, of course, dis- 
tinguished foreign architects like Messrs. 
Kaas and Eoax would not debase themselves 
by accepting work at so small a compensa- 
tion. Their names are never mentioned un- 
less accompanied by the standard 4 per cent, 
which, at a cost of $4,000,000 for the Court- 
House, would give them $160,000; and we 
dare not estimate it at less with a4 per cent 
commission, because the more it is made to 
cost the larger the commission will be. All 
economy would reduce commissions, and take 
bread and butter out of the hungry mouths of 
the architects, and hunger is something noi 
in favor of increased abstinence or starvation. 

‘Thus it will be seen that, besides avoiding 
the confusion likely to arise frow having sev- 
eral architects, from $60,000 to $120,000 may 
be saved to the tax- payers of Cook County. 
This would afford a tolerably good reason for 
regorting to the otherwise inexcusabie selec- 
tion of an American for any public work.

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THE BACK-TAXES LAW. 

Among the many bills and parts of bills 
prepared and introduced in the Legislature 
for the relief of this ¢ity and other cities 
there was one whiclf proyitied remedial process 
for the collection of taxps payment of which 
had beea enjoined or otherwise defeated until 
after the regular sale, and for the subsequent 
collection of which ther was no legal author- 
ity. It has become a practice, not only in 
large cities but in all parts of the State, for 
persons to object to judgment for taxes, and, 

upon the overruling of the objections by the 
lower Court, to appeal to the Supreme Court. 
During the delay, sometimes extending to one 

or two years before the decision of the ap- 
peal by the Supreme Court, the original au- 
thority of the Collector to sell the property 

for such delinqent tax is exhausted. There 

has been no law heretofore by which 

this’ delinquent tax can be reassessed 
aud collected, and in the aggregate the 

amount of revenue thus lost is very great. 

When a city like Chicago is limited by lgw to 

a rate of tax equal to the appropriations pre- 

viously made, the defeat or loss of one 

hundred thousand to four hundred thousand 

dollars of the revenue « year is an embarrass- 

ment which, in the course of a few years, 

becomes serious. Such an embarras ment, 

and for the same cause, aflicts all the Hunic- 

ipalities of this State. In this city, the 

floating debt caused by these successive an- 

nual deficiencies amounts to several millions 

of dollars, a large part of which bears inter- 

est. There was a provision in one of these 

bills authorizing the cities to collect these 

back taxes by suits in assumpsit, and, though 

it was discussed in tho Senate, it looks very 

much as if the tax-üghters had succeeded in 

killing it. We suggest to the Senators cud 

Representatives of this county that they hunt 

up that bill. It is too important to be over- 

looked. 

Unless some such bill pass this session the 

City of Chicago will loge at least three mill- 

ions of back taxes, and other municipalities 

in the State will lose proportionately. Of the 
State taxes levied for 1873, there were over 
$300,000 of revenue lost to the State by 
legal interposition, generally for purpose of 
delay. The same practice has teen going on 
for years, but to a less extent, snd taxes not 
collected in due course are lost forever. The 
Legislature cannot afford to adjourn without 
making some provision whereby at least four 
or five millions of ba¢k taxes whose legality 
has been affirmed by the Courts may be 
collected. To adjourn without passing 
such a law is to give to the wealthy 
persons and corporations who owe these 
taxes that enormous bounty, and to compel 
the levy of that amount of tax hon the prop- 
erty of the willing tax-payers/ to pay of the 
debts thts incurred. Taxation must be equal 
to be just. To levy ajtax, and then permit 
one part of the community to escape pay- 
ment and compel the other to pay their own 
tax and then to pay an extra tax to make 
good the deficiency, is extortion and robbery. 

This large amount of money is legally due to 
the cities and other municipalities; it is as 
much a default on the part of those who owe 
it as it would be if they had appropriated 
that much of the publi¢ revenues to their own 
purposes, This sum pf back taxes is repre- 
sented by a corresponding sum of debts due 
by the municipalities because of the deficien- 
ey in their revenues. What is asked of the 
Legislature is authority to reassess or other- 
wise tax the delinquent) property for these 

back taxes. When collected, they can be 
used to discharge the lebts created by their 
non-payment. Will the Cook County mem-

If he had returned such a 
veto message, he would have been supported 
by the facts in the case and by the sen- 
timent of the great majority of the 
people of the United States, without 
regard to party or section of coun- 
try.

(Forty-third) Congress. The first time was 
when he vetoed the Inflation bill passed by 
demagogues at the first session of that Con- 
gress; and it is notable that his influence in 
this case was sufficient to secure an entire re- 
action in the same body, and the subsequent 
passage (at the last session) of a bill fixing a 
date for the resumption of specie payments. 
By pocketing the falsely-called Bounty Equal- 
ization bill, he has saved the tax-payers an 
expenditure of not less $150,000,000, and 
probably much more, at atime when the 
Treasury is already depleted and the people 
taxed to the point of human endurance. The 
claim-agents and sharks who were getting 
ready to buy up the claims at enormous 
shaves are the people who were most ag- 
grieved at the action of the President.

It is now apparent that a, soon cs spring 
fairly opens and.the weathes becomes favora- 
ble, there will be a rush of people, only to 
be measured by thousands, in quest of the 
gold stated upon very indefinite and inade- 
quate information to abound in the b.uck 
Hills region. Strangers are already pouring 
into Sioux City in crowds to join the first ex- 
pedition, which is announced to leave on the 
Sth of April. Railroad men, steamboat men, 
expressmen, hackmen, draymen, wuisky- 
sellers, outfit-traders, in fact every one who 
has anything to sell, including the entire 
population of Sioux City and Yankten, are 
on the gui vive to reap a rich harvest from the 
headlong folly of the crowd, whose expecta 
tions will be glowingly excited by the stories 
that will be putin circulation by shrewd traders 
and speculators eager to dispose of their 
wares. In probably less than a month from 
this time we may expect to see the excite- 
ment at fever heat, and nothing will be able 
to restrain the multitude from their frenzied 
and headlong haste to get gold. 
It is well, therefore, to look at this matter 
calmly and dispassionately now, before it is 
too late. He is not a judicious man who em- 
barks in an undertaking without caleulatine 
all the chances and accumulating all the 
available facts pro and con relative to his pro- 
posed enterprise. The rule applies with stil! 
more force to this gold-expedition, because if 
it fails it will entail not only financial loss, 
but great individual misery and suffering. In 
the first placé, this crowd is rushing to 
the Black Hills without any authoritative 
or even trustworthy testimony that there is 
gold in paying quantities in the Black Hills. 
The original reports started in a wild sort of 
way, and were shown to be doubtful by sub- 
sequent investigation. Scientific men and 
mining experts have also reported unfavor- 
ably after investigation of these reports. 
As against this information, the stories of 
two unknown men, who purport to have re-. 
turned from there, are accepted as true. It 
may be that they are true; but, inasmach as 
the bulk of the testimony is of a different 
character, their stories should be received 
with very liberal grains of allowance. 
Every prudent man who desires to go to the 
Black Hills can afford to wait and see. The 
multitude is rushing on, however, as if im- 
pressed with the idea that only those who get 
there first will be successful in finding 
gold. This is not characteristic, however, of 
gold-finds. If there is gold in the Black 
Hills worth seeking, there will be gold there 
“for years to come. There is no danger that 
the Gorpow expedition, or any other expe- 
dition, will exhaust it immediately ; and it is 
also to be considered that those who go with 
the first expedition will be fleeced by the 
traders and speculators worse than those who 
wait and go after the first rush is over. 

There are other risks to be taken into ac- 
count, or which should be taken into ac- 
count, by those afflicted with the Black Hills 
mania. The occupation of this territory by 
the whites will be in violation of the 
agreement which the Government has 
made with the Indians, and, reéogniz- 
ing this compact, the President has 
already indicated that he will enforce the con- 
tract with the Indians to the strict letter of 
the law. The miners must therefore come in 
conflict both with the United States troops 
and with the Indians. It is almost super- 
fluous to announce that Gen. Gau will rigid- 
ly enforce the law, if he has to nse the entire 
military foree of the Government, and that 


the Indian is unrelenting in his hate and 


cruelty. Those who go there will go in de- 
fiance of law, and therefore as outlaws. They 
must also expect to be victimized by an un- 
scrupulous gang of speculators and sharpers 
who will look upon this swarming pil- 
grimage as a perfect godsend. All those 
engaged in the carrying trade, freight 
solicitors, ticket peddlers, outfit sellers, 


of gamblers, blacklegs, and roughs, will fasten 
upon these gold-hunters like leeches and 
not let go until they have drained them 
dry.

Deposits must not be less than one shilling 
(25 cents) and must consist of even shillings. 
No one can deposit more than £30 in any

are forbidden to reveal the name of any de- 
positor or the amount standing to his eredit. 
Minors and married women can open ac- 
counts in their own names. 

These are the chief features of the plan. 
It is evidently framed for the benefit of the 
poor, in order not to interfere too much with 
the ordinary savings banks. It has worked 
very well. The deposits amount to some 
twenty or more millions of pounds. ‘The 
most gratifying result has been the encour- 
agement of economy and thrift among the 
working classes. The money has been used 
to buy up consols on Government account. 
The margin between the interest paid on the 
two securities has defrayed the cost of man- 
agement. At present, the funds on hand are 
to be loane to municipalities, at 38} per 
cent, to be used iu improving the 
dwellings of the poor. It was from this fund 
the Government obtained the money with 
which it purchased the franchise and wires of 
the telegraph companies and established the 
existing postal telegraph system, which in its 
cheapening and extending telegraphy has 
proven a national blessing to the people of 
Great Britain and Ireland. 

It may possibly be advisable at some time 
in the future to organize post-office savings 
banks in this country. Mr. CRAS WILL, late 
Postmaster General, was ardent in his sup- 
port of the scheme. 


A DEFECTIVE ‘WISCONSIN LAW. 

We have already shown that the amend- 
ments to the Wisconsin Railroad law afford 
no adequate relief. It now transpires that 
they also lack consistency. It was generally 
admitted the Porrer law would ruin the 
weaker companies. An effort was therefore 
made to exempt them from its operations. 
The Governor fayored such preference. An 
act was passed reclassifying the several roads, 
by which the lines operated by the Chicago 
& Northwestern and the Milwaukee & St. 
Paul Railway Companies (except the Madison 
& Portage line) were placed in Class A, while 
the weak companies were transferred to Class 
O. The rates of freight established by the 
Porter law apply only to roads im Class A 
and B. This evidence of tender treatment it 
was thought would enconrage the constrnetion 
of new railroads and foster those struggling 
for existence. But, in the subsequent haste, 
these kindly intentions were frustrated by the 
passage of the act amendatory to the Porrrn 
law known as the Qurmpy bill. This act 


named shall apply to all roads embraced in 
Class A and Class B of the Porrgr law. The 
first act was approved March 3. The Cura 
BY act was a subsequent measure. The con- 
flict between thé two was not observed until! 
a few days since, when the Attorney-General 
pointed out the confusion. His impression 
is that an extra session will be nevessary to 
apply the remedy. He is also reported to 
have expressed. doubts as to the validity of 
the legislation exempting certain roads from 
payment of 4 per cent tax on their gross 
earnings, as required of all other companies. 
The authority for this opinion, doubtless, is 
based on Sec. 21, Art. IV., amendment to the 
State Constitution, which prohibits the Leg- 
islature from enacting any special law 
„granting corporate powers or privileges, 
except to cities.” 

Notwithstanding the generous motives of 
the Legislature in desiring to exempt the 
weaker roads from the operation of the Por- 

TER law, it is not apparent how they would be 
particularly benefited. For it is a ¢om- 
mercial law that common carriers must do 
competitive business at equal rates or forego 
it. And, under the law of 1874, prohibiting 
all railroad companies from discrimineting 
against any person or shipper, the exempted 
companies would hardly be in position to 
lower their rates at competitive points to the 
Porter liw rates and make up for the loss by 
raising them when they had a monopoly, 

An extra session, however, would not be 
without advantage. Upon reflection, it must

THE PASSAGE OF THE BILL ORGANIZING THE

consented to that Republic, and by a vote of nearly 
two to one appexoved the Second Chamber 
which is to com ite organization, The 
transformaticn is ost too sudden. We are 
ready to give all | ible credit to the em- 
nent members of the Right Centre for their apprecia- 
tion of the logie of facts; we appluud more than ever 
that endowment of ocm non sense which the fou 
farienx hs shown unself to first among 
Frönch politicians; but still our hopes are not un- 
mixed with anxiety, M. Gambetta is right in cuution- 
ing us fciends not to be hree pitate in trusting to ap- 
pearances, ** Let ug uot ery before we are out of the 
wood.”

THE TOLEDO, PEORIA & WARSAW. 
REPORT OF THE RECKIVER. 

Mr. A. L. Hopkins, er of the Tole- 
do, Peoria & Warsaw Riiiroad Company. filed 
Wednesday. in the United States Circuit Court, 
his promised report of the condition of the road 
of which he has charge, Although very lengthy, 
it is probably one of the most able, comprelen- 
rive, and exact reports that has ever been made 


of the condition and status of a railroad com- 


pany. The road extends a distance of 227 miles 
from State line on the eastern boundary of Lh- 
nois to Warsaw on the Mississippi River, and is 
entirely owned by the Company, with 
the exception of 7}¢ miles from Peoria 
to Hollis Station, of which it has @ perpetual 
lease, at a rental of 61, 250 a month, from the 
Peoria, Pekin & Jacksonville Railroad Company. 
This lease is subject to termination for default 
in payment of rent. The 10 miles from La 
Harpe to Iowa Station has not been operated for 
several months, as the Chicago, Buriington & 
Quincy Railroad Company controls the Carthage 
& Burlington Railroad, with which it connecis 
at Iowa Station. together with the bridge across 
the Mississippi River, and the contract once 
made with the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy 


Road has expired, so that a new one is neces-

gary. 
THE ROAD ts MOSTLY RUN 
through praise country on a level with the 


natural surface of the ground. The ditches on 
obliterated, and

cuttings, too, are narrow, and the embankments 
not wide enough to give proper bearings to the 
cross-ties. These defects, the Receiver says, 
should be gradually remedied. The ties are in 
only requiring the ordinary 
amount or renewals. 

The iron rails are badly worn, having been in 
use for eight or ten years. Last month, although 
the traffic was light, 1,500 rails were broken, al- 
though the rate of speed was reduced, aud con- 
siderable damage resulted. At least 4,500 tons 
of new rails will be needed dering the present 
year. Some of the old rails may, however, be 
re-rolied ata cost of $25 a tom, but some new 
rails must be bought immediately. On the per- 
tion of the line between EI Paso and Gilman, 
leased to the Illinois QGentral, the old rails 
suould be replaced by steel rails. 

BRID$ES AND PILING. 

On the subject of bridges and piling, the Re- 
ceiver states that the lougest bridge is over the 
Illinois River, baving taree spans of 150 feet 
each. It is in bad condition, and if it suffers 
much damage by the breaking up of the ice it 
will have to be rebuilt or extensively repaired, 
Ihe bridges over Sugar Creek and over a small 
stream near Hamilton are also ia poor condi- 
tion, and demaod renewal. The remaining 
bridges are mostly short, and will need only the 
us aal repairs, The east end of the bridge at 
Peoria requires attention. 

THE SPATION BUILDIVGS 
are simply constructed. but sufficient for their 
purpose. That at Hamilton was burned a short 


time ago, and must be rebuilt, Only a small 


proportion of the road has been fenved, and, as 
it passes through a farming and grazing region, 
this should be remedied before more damage ro- 


sults. 6 


In regard to engine-hopses, there are wooden 
ones at State Ling, Warsaw, and La Harpe, and 
two fine Brick buildings at Peoria. The prinei- 


pal machine shops are at Peoria, and are ip good | 


repair except the tip roof. The car-shons are 
also at Peoria. They are built of wood, 140 by 
130 feet, bat furnished with a scanty supply of 
tools. The seventeen tanks, six of which have 
wind-mills, are in good condition. 
THE ROLLING-STOCK 

consists of forty-five engines, numbered from 
one to forty-five, Aly twenty-nine of which are 
in good condition, There are twelve passenger- 
coaches, four express and mail cars, two baggage 
and smoking cara, all of which are in five order, 
Of the 375 box freigbt-cars a few me in bad con- 
dition. Then 196 coal and flat cars and thirtecn 
calaboose cars make up the sum total of the 
roliing-stock, which the Receiver thinks is quite 
insuficient for the business of the Road. but is 
helped out by the Toledo, Peoria & Warsaw Car- 
Association, which bas supplied 930 cars on a 
mileage basis with leave to purchase. A large 
amocnt is still due for mileage. 

The supplies on havud when the Receiver took 
possession coosiated of a small amount of mate- 
rial for making fepairs, which is ccustantly 
changing in value and amodut, the value at the 
time of taking possession having been about 
$25, 000. 


By the order appointing Mr. Hopkins Re- 

ceiver, he was authorized to

Company. The Receiver now reports that there

| the earniugs. This coutract the Illinois Central 


Road now regards as having been abrogated by 
the order of Court in the appointment of a Be- 
ceiver, and the possession of the road was then 
surrendered to the Receiver, who hes accepted 
it, not being fully satisfied with the terms of the 
contract. ‘The Illinoid Central still claims the 
right, however, to use the track of the Toledo & 
Peoria Road from EI Paso to Gilman, 3 distance 
of 62 miles, under an old contract. 
The revt derived therefrom is about 
$75,000 a year, but it is all compelled to be ap- 
plied to the liquidation of @ specific indebted- 
ness to the IIImois Central Central Road, and 
will not aid in reducing the general indebted- 
ness, although it increases the wear and tear on 
that portion of the road, which wear must be 
paid for by the Toledo Road, From September, 
1872, up to the spring gf 1874, the Toledo Road 
leased a portion of its track from 
Eureka, in Wooaford County, to Washington, 
in Tazewell County, to the Chicago,- Pekin 
& Southwestern Railroad Company at a rental of 
62.000 a mile atnnally. In 1874 the Chicago, 
Pekin 4 Southwestere Road made a default in 
payment of the rent, ciaiming it was too bight, 
and the contract was terminaced, the lessee eil 
owing $5,450. As there is some question about 
the value of the rental, and also as to the solven- 
cy of the Company, the Receiver advises that a 
redaction be made on the balance due. There is 
also due from the Toledo, Wabash & Western 
Railroad about $5,000 under a former contract, 
The Toledo, Peoria & Warsaw Road has also a 
contract with the Western Tiansportation Com- 
pany by which it agrees to pay the latter Com-

MISCELIANEOUS, 
THE RIVAL ROADS. 

The fleht between the Pennsylvania and Balti- 
more & Ohio Railroads is being carried on as 
vigorously as ever, but no new movements of 
any kind have been made during the last few 
days, and the rates remain the tame as hereto- 
fore announced. Both the lines make the most 
energetic efforts to secure all the Bastern pas- 
senger traffic they can, A large number of small 
boys traverse the city shouldering large signs 
announcing the cheap rates by both lines. Mr. 
Barry, tbe General Passenger Agent of the Baiti- 
more & Obio Railroad, is at present in this city 
d.recting the artillery of bis road in person, and 
Gen. F. R. Myers, the General Passenger Avevt 
of the Pittsburg & Fort Wayne Raiiroad is also 
in the city, performing the same important 
service for the Pennsylvania Railroad. There is 
not the least prospect of an early cessation of 
hostilities. Mr. J. W. Garrett, the President of 
tue Baltimore & Ohio Railroad, has gone ona 
pleasure trip to Florida to be abseut for several 
months, and in the meantime Mr. John King, Jr., 
the First Vice-President will manage the road. 
There is no probability that any negotiations 
will be entered into “oe 4 Mr. Garrett's .etura. 
The passenger traflic of the Lake Shore & Michi- 
gan Southern and the Michigan Central has 
failen off since the war commenced, and both 
the roads will undoubtedly reduce their rates to 
New York before long, 80 as to get their share 
of the spring trafic. 

Freight-rates from this city to the East still 
remain firm, and the business on all the lines 
has considerably improved. There certainly will 
be no reduction in fieight-rates before the open- 
ing of navigation, and it is even doubtful that a 
reduction will take place them. The rates are as 
low now as they can possibly be made without 
losing money. 

THE FREIGHT AGENTS. 

The Geveral Freight Agentg of the roads lead- 
ing from Peoria to the East was beld at the 
Grand Pacific Hotel yesterday, the following 
General Freight Agents being present: I. C.

FEEDING PRISONERS. 

The Committee on Jail and Jail Accounts of 
the County Board held a meeting yesterday after- 
non, and discussed the question of the per diem 
allowance for boarding the prisoners in the 
County Jail. There were present Commissioners 
Schmidt. Clough and Russell, and Sheriff Agnew. 
Commissioner Schmidt occupied the chair, and, 
after stating the object, the Sheriff remarked 
that he didn’t see how the present allowance of 
86 cents for each prisoner per day could be re- 
duced. It was now entireiy too and in- 
stead of being decroased should be increased. 
While the law authorized the County Board to fix 
the compensation for dieting the prisoners, still 
he was empowered by that same law to be the 
judge of the wholesomeness of the three 
meals each day, and also the judge 
of the actual cost of providing these meals. He 
had not entered into any recent calculations of

cents per day foreach prisoner. During t 
year provisions were cheaper than now, and he 
could not see how any reduction could be made 
at present.
